Although 
every member was an enthusiastic 
booster and helped in every way pos¬ 
sible, tiie active work was done by a 
committee of ten representative bimi-

It 
was requested that everyone who con¬ 
scientiously believed it profitable to 
patronize home merchants, viewed 
solely from a dollars and cents stand¬ 
point, should bring with them a mail¬ 
order catalogue and make a public 
avowal of their faith by throwing it to 
tile tlames.
